higher powers, and the relation Ia ver- 
fly reciprocal, for to keep the brain 
healthy the unconscious nervous func- 
tions must be kept In good shape, prop- 
er activities alternating with wisely 
arranged periods of repose. 

Just as scon as one notices the ap- 
proach of nervous irritability systemat- 
fc nerve rest: will shorten.an attack, 
and by rest I mean to hare the patient 
go to bed and have massage. The 
amount of exercise undergone in a 
good scientific massage is equal to a 
walk of two or three miles a day, and 
It goes without saying that such pas- 
sive exercise should increase the appe- 
tite, and the food ingested and enjoyed 
will be digested and assimilated.

When he has 
chanted a few psalms in 2 low. yolce, 
he mingles water and salt and conse- 
crates. them, diligently sprinkling the 
bell with the mixture, both inside and 
out. Then he wipes it clean and with 
holy oll describes on it the figure of 
the cross, praying the while that when 
the bell is swung up and sounded faith 
and charity may abound among men, 
all the snares of the devil—hail, light- 
ning, winds, storms—may be rendered 
vain and all unseasonable weather be 
softened, After he has wiped off that 
cross of oll from the rim he forms 
seven other crosses on it, but only one 
of them within, The bell is censed, 
more psalms are to be sung and pray- 
ers put up for its welfare. After this 
feasts and banquetings are celebrated 
“gust as at a wedding.”-

Its size is $ by 
G6 feet and Is of massive hammered 
gold, with an inner molding of lapis 
lazull, The corners have hearts de- 
signed in large pearls, and precious 
stones are inlaid around it. It is sald

WHILLIASE JOHNSON, 3. P., OF 

BALLYKILBEG, IRELAND, DIED 

YESTERDAY — SKETCH OF HIS 
: CAREER: , 

A despatch was) received in the 
city this mornmz stating that Wil- 
tam Johnson, member of Parliament 
for South Belfast, died yesterday 
morning from pneumonia at his 
faanily residence, Ballykilbez, County 
Down, Ireland. 

Mr. Johnson bas deen for many 
years one of thre leading, if not the 
foremost Oranzeman’ in the Rritish 
Empire. He was largely instruomen- 
tal in having tho Party Processions 
Act in Great Britain removed, so that 
tho Orangemen could hold their pro- 
cossions on the twelfth of July. While 
tho Act was in force, he threw 
his estate to the Orangemen on the 
12th of Jwy, wnd allowed a Proces- 
smn to be held in his grounds. For 
this he was sent to prison. Thousands 
desired to reicase him, but he would 
not allow any such proceedings to 
take place. He was shortly after= 
wards (1872) ciected a member of 
Varliamont for the City of Lelfast, 
ant hes continued to sit for that city 
since that date, with the exception 
of a shor’. time, during which he was 
eblef fishery inspector Ior Ireland, 

Visited Canada, _ 

He first visited Cunnda in 1872, and 
was given tremendous receptions 
Chreuchout the country fur his efforts 
fo reliew the Oranzo society of such 
a apenace as the Party Processions 
Act. In 187¥ he was present at the 
Ottawa meeting of the Orange - Im- 
pesial Council, and ‘he made an ex- 
tensive tour of both Canada and the 
Unite’ States. He again visited Can- 
ada 1891, to attend the Imyerial 
Council at ‘Toronto, and durimz that 
visit. crowed the continent, and was 
reovived with great Orange gather- 
inga’ throughout the journry. He was 
in New York in 1900 at the last 
meeting of the Imperial Orange Coun- 
cil, presiding over the same. He 
was the Senior Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Orange Lodge of 
[reland, rankiny n=xt to the Earl of 
Kroc, and he has attended Grand 
Lodge meetings since 1818.

Great Orangeman 
Has Passed Away 


WILLIAM JOHNSON, M9. P., OF 
BALLYKILBEG, IRELAND, DIED 
YESTERDAY — SKETCH OF HIS 

: CAREER.: ; 5 
‘A despatch was received in the 

city this morning stating that Wil- 

liam Johnson, member of Parliament 
for South Belfast, died yesterday 
morning from pneumonia at his 
family residence, Ballykilbez, County 

Down, Ireland. - 

Mr. Johnson bas deen for many 
years one of the leading, if not the 
foremost Oranzeman in the British 
Empire. He was largely instrumen- 
tal in having the Party Processions 
Act in Great Britain remored, so that 
tho Orangemen couid hold their pro- 
cessions un the twelfth of July. While 
the Act was in force, he threw 
his estate to the Orangemen on the 
12th of Jwy, and allowed a proces- 
sion to be held in his grounds. For 
this he was sent to prison. Thousands 
desired to reicase him, but he would 
not allow any such proceedings to 
tako place. He was shortly  after- 
wards (1872) ciected a member of 
Parliament for the City of Belfast, 
and hes continued to sit-for that city 
since that date, with the exception 
ef a short time, during which he was 
ebicl fishory inspector for Ireland, 

Visited Canada, 

He first visited Canada in 1872, and 
was given tremendous receptions 
(hrceuchout the country for his efforts 
{9 relieyvs the Oranze society of such 
4 deenace ws the Party Processions 
Act. In 1872 he was present at the 
Ottawa meeting of the Orange Im- 
perial Council, and ‘he made an exe 
tensive tour of both Cenada and the 
United States. He again vislted Can- 
ada an 1891, to attend the Imperial 
Coune!! at Toronto, and durimy that 
visit oromed the continent, and was 
Teccived’ with great Ordnge gather- 
inga throughout the Journey. Ho was 
in New York in 1900 at the last 
meeting of the Imperial Orange Coun- 
the same. He 
was the Senior Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Orange Lodge of 
freland, ranking next to the Earl of 
Erne, and he has attended Grand 
lodge meetings since 1848. He was 
president of th: Imperial Orange 
Council upon several occasions. 

Mr. Johnson wes regarded as one 
of the Conservative Jeaders in Ire- 
land, and wasa foremost champion 
of the anian with Great Britain. He 
made many notable speeches in Par- 
tument, in whioh he severely criti- 
cized Home Itule, calling it Rome 
Rule” — Ue was also a leading mem-

Plural Names of Edibie Fish. 

‘A few days ago I was asked by a for- 
eigner, “Why do you say ‘two herrings’ 
and ‘two soles’ and not ‘two cods” and 
‘two salmons?” I do not think my 
answer was very satisfactory, but the 
question suggested the thought that 
there’ are, several cases in which it 
would be dificult to say whether there 
is anything like a consensus of opinion 
as to whether a plural form of the 
name of a fish fs admissible. We al! 
speak of soles, herrings, sprats, lam- 
preys and anchovies, the siigular form 
never, I belleve, doing service for the 
plural. No one, I think, says macker- 
els, cods, salmons, trouts, breams, 
shads, carps, plaices, basses, barbels, 
Sturgeon, perch, mullet, pike, turbot, 
tunny and skate bave not unusually 
the plural form in “a.” 

Fishermen and fishmongers are in- 
cllned'to avold the plural form in some 
instances where it is employed by the 
majority of educated people. In some 
cases there is considerable uncertainty. 
This I have ascertained by means of a 
fair number of tests. Among them are 
carps, shads, tenches, Compilers of 
English grammars, so far as-my expe- 
rience goes, in treating of plural forms 
of nouns make no note of the names of 
fish which do not vary in the plural.

Lightning Never Strikes the Sea. 

Professor John Trowbridge of Har. 
yard hag lately made a scrics of exper- 
iments with electric sparks six fect In 
length which, he thinks, show that 
lightning never strikes the surface of 
the occané His experiments were un- 
dertaken With a view to volatilizing 
water for the purpose of obtaining a 
sirong spectrum of water.vapor, But 
he found that bis sparks, of high clee 
tromotive force and as far as possible 
resembling Nghtning, always refused 
to strike the surface of water and 
passed instead to the edges of the ves- 
sel containing it. Ie also found it ex- 
tremely dificult to pass powerful 
sparks from one stream of water to 
another. An interesting conclusion 
which he draws is that “it docs not 
seem probable that Nghtning ds- 
charges pass through regions in the 
alr of heavy rainfall.” 





Three Great Rivers’ Source., 

One of the puzzles of geography has 
been the question of the situation of 
the sources and upper portions of the 
three great rivers Hoangho, Yangtse 
and Mekong, all of which start from 
tho lofty plateau of Tibet. Two of the 
rivers traverse China; the Mekong 
makes its way to the.sca between 
Anam and Slam. This puzzle has been 
Partially cleared up by the explora- 
tions of the Russian Captain Kozloff 
during 1900 and 1901. He found that 
the three rivers flow on the surface of 
the great plateau, 12,000 feet above sea 
level, and are separated from one an-

A Pest Card Race Round the Werld. 

Mr, Edward Fulk of Guildford has 
just raced two post cards round the 
world by different routes. One he 
sent cast via Melbourne and the other 
West via Ottawa, They were posted 
within two days of each other, but 
that by the.castern route-accomplish- 
ed ‘the fourney in seventy-six days 
fourteen hours, and the other in 
cighty-t\ro days all but half an hour. 
On the portion of tho card for cor- 
respondence Mr. .Fulk explained his 
object and asked for the co-operation 
of his correspondents, The clerk in 
the poat office at Fremantle, Western 


cards follows: *'Would like to know 
the result of tho race, also the other 
route, This is of some importance 
to us if both cards are coming to 
Australia as there is some talk of 
sending ovr English mails, etc., via 
‘Frisco: we could the. guess about 
the difference in*the times.’ In cach

“A suitable dipping device must be 
Constructed. This on large '{ cattle 
ranches is not a diificult pfoblem, 
and evéry man with a large number 
of cattle should havo a | dipping 
plant. After the plant is) secured, 
the process is comparatively simple. 
Some of tho lime and suljhhur dips 
are very cfiective und arg not ex- 
‘pnsive. The following is. suggested: 
Sulphur, 21 pounds, unslaked® lime 
16.75 pounds, water 100 gallons. 
Place the unslaked lime in a mortar 
box and add enough water to slake 
it and form a lime paste. Sift into 
this the flower of sulphur and stir 
well, Placa in a kettle or holler 
with 25 to 30 gallons of boiling wa- 
ter and boil for at least two hours. 
This must be continued until the sul- 
phur disappears or al:nost disap- 
pears from the surface. The longer 
the solution boils the more the sul- 
phur is dissolved and the less caus- 
tic the ooze becomes. Pour the mix- 
ture and sediment into a large tub. 
Place near the dipping vat and pro- 
Vide with a bunghole about 4 Inches 
from the bottom: Allow to settle 
for three or four hours. 

The use of some kind of a settling 
tank provided with a bunghole is 
nn absolute necessity, unless the 
boiler can be so arranged ‘for both 
boiling and settling. An ordinary 
barrel” with a spigot 3 or 4 inches 
from the bottom will be satisfactory. 
By means of this spigot the liquid 
can be drained off without disturbing 
the sediment, Tho dipping 
liquid in the tanks should 
be kept at a temperature of 102 
to 110 degrees. Each animal should 
be kept in two minutes and be put 
completely under twice during that 
tine.

Law of Miant Feed. 


The following four axioms weit an 
nounced by Lichig, anoted German 
agriculturist and chemist: 

1. **A soil can be termed fertile on- 
jy when it contains all the materials 
requisite for the nutrition of plants, 
in the required quantity and in the 
proper form. 

2. *‘With,every crop a portion of 
these ingredients is removed. A part 
of this portion is again added from 
the inéxhaustible stgre of the atmos- 
here; another part, however, is lost 
forever if not replaced by man. 

3. “Tho: fertility of the soil 
mains unchanged, 


re 
if all the ingred- 
ients of the crop nre given back to 
the Iand, “Such a restitution is ef- 
fected by manure. 

4, “The manure (ordinarily) pro 
duced in the course of husbandry is 
not sufficiently to maintain perjaan- 
ently the fertility of a farm; itAacks 
the constituents which ure annually 
exported jn the shape of grain, hay, 
milk and live stock. 

Commenting on No. 3, Wwe will say 
thut a soi! that is producing can 
not -remain stationary in fertility. 
If none of the products are removed, 
the soil will become more fertile, 
and in better condition to produce 
crops. This improvement will be 
more rapid with some crops than 
with others, Notably, the legumes 
aro rapid improvers of soil.,

ed the agricultural law regarding 
plant food, and the farmer who 
docs not know the law, or, knowing 
it, and transgresses, will not be an 
up-to-date farmer, 





Trades for the lind.

The old fashioned hen is used for 
brooding the chick by E. C. Tefft, a 
successful Rhode Island poultryman. 
Me takes great care to have the 
young chicks protected from damp- 
ness and feeds the following mash, 
upon which. they scem to thrive: For 
chicks up to six days mash two boll- 
ed eggs with one pound of erackers. 
Feed onco in three hours, adding a 
few rolled oats. 

From one week to six weeks old, 
give one-third meal, one-third chops, 
one-third wheat bran. To a peck of 
this dry food add one quart of beet 
scraps. Mix this with cold water and 
bake into a bread. Mr. Teft ad- 
visey, and whoever uses them should 
always follow thia advice, the use of 
the best beef scraps on the market. 
The mash is fed in the morning. For 
noon and evening, he feeds a mixture 
of equal parts of corn and wheat.

FOOR DEAD, MANY INJURED 


Cyclone Brought Death Around 
Chesterville, Ont. 








Awfal Destruction Caused by One of the 
Worst Sterms Keown in I¥at District 
Scene of the Devastatfon—Some Nar- 
row Kecapes Heported—a Grueseme 
Sight in m Field on the 7th Concession 
of Winchester, 


Metcalfe,* Ont., July 19.—Much 
damage was done by Thursday's 
storm in the neighborhood of More- 
wood and Chesterville. A number of 
buildings were completely destroyed, 
besides damage to other property. 

Many persons aro reported injured 
and several deaths. 

Among the killed are: a daughter 
of M. O'Grady and thé wife and 
daughter of John Kearns. Mr. 
Kearns himself is feared to be fatal- 
ly injured, also Willie Beckstead. 

In Chesterville a Miss «McGregor is 
reported killed and James Wilson 
Was seriously injured at Ormend. 
Attained Fright{al Veleeity. 

Chesterville, July 19.—The cylcono 
which passed over this community 
exceeded in fury anything of its kind 
in the memory of the oldest inhabit- 
ants, About 6 p.m, the citizens of 
Chesterville were attracted to thé 
appearance of the sky to thenorth- 
west of the village, while “incessant 
electrical discharges lit up the light, 
large cloudy masses which were roll- 
ing and scudding before the wind. 
It was evident that a fearful storm 
Was raging in the immediate vicin- 
ity. Nearing Chesterville the torn- 
nado took a southeastern direction 
and passed within a mile,of the town, 
Those who were watching felt dis- 
tinctly the hot blast from tha-cy- 
clone as jt swept with fearful yeloc- 
ity to the southeast, the/wind 
monster twisted, tore and destroyed 
everything in its path for a space of. 
about fifty or sixty rods in width, 
while everything within a radius of 
a mile in width was more or less af- 
fected. The storm struck the town- 
ship of Winchester in what is known 
as the Ormond settlement in the 
northwest corner and cut in a gener- 
al southeasterly direction across 
the townships of Winchester, Finch 
and Osnabruck, “and is  suppos- 
ed to have spent its en- 
ergy at the St. Lawrence. Yesterday 
morning the country for miles around 
Presents a scene of devastation and 
terror.

Fences have disappeared and can- 
not be found. Dwellings and out- 
buildings were overturned and in 
some cases torn to pieces. Dead cat- 
tle are lying here and there at al- 
moxt every. farm in thé centro of the 
storm’s path, and dead, msimed and 
bruised human beings are added to 
the horror of the scene, At tho 
farm of Mr. John Kearns, seventh 
concession, Township of Winchester, 
a gruesome sight met the eye of the 
beholder. Portions of the barn lay 
about the premises and of the dwel- 
ling not a vestige could be found. 
Not even’a splinter of a rag gave 
evicence that it had once been~ the 
site of a happy home. The father 
Iny. in the clover field with a broken 
hip and otherwise terribly bruised, 
and near by him lay his little son, 
ZT years old, quite dead.

In England, “turing the reign of © 
Henry VILL, the public mind became 
greatly excited through Keveral cuses” 
of poisoning, and parliament enacted a 
law making boiling to death the, pen- 
ally, This law was on the stat 
books about sixteen years, It w. 
made retroactive, so as to take In 
case that chiefly prompted its enact. 
ment—that of Richard Rosse, otherwise 
Coke, the bishoy of Rochester's cook, ’ 
who poisoned seventeen persons, two of 
whom died. Coke was boiled at Roch- 
qster. The iniiiction was attended with 
pecullar cruelty, as Coke was put inta 
a cauldron of cold water and gradually 
cooked to death. 

A few years later, In March, 1342, a 
youny womun named Margaret Davy. 
was punished In a similar way on con- 
viction of poisoning. The public were 
not satisfied a8 to her guilt. and, not- 
withstanding the comparatively slow 
travel of news in those days, the story ~ 
of Margaret Davy's trial.and punish- 
ment soon spread through the king- 
dom and rxroused universal lorror, 
Bolling to death remained on the stat- 
tte books, however, ax lon; ax Ienry 
rejgued, perlaps because the movarch 
bimsel€ bad-a dread of being poisoned.

YESTERDAY IN 
- CITY CHURCHES 


Bishop Fallowes, of Chicago, 
Preached Efoquently in 
£ mmeanuel Church 








Rey. A. H. Drumm’s First Sermon 
After Induction—Notes of 
Other Services. 





Emmamcel R. E. Ghurob. : * 

Large congregations were present 
at both servicgs in tha Sbove church 
yesterday, and they had the pleasure 
of bearing two eloquent and intensely 
practical sermons preached by Bishop 
Fallowes, of Chicago, Presiding Bishop 
of the Reformed Episcopal Church. It 
is no exaggeration to say: that’ no 
more forceful, scholarly or thought- 
compelling periods ever fell from the 
lipes of any pulpit orator ini this city. 
No one who heard the distinguished 
visitor yesterday could help taking 
away with him higher ides wl - life, 
whether ‘from the standpoint of p 
church worker or humble follower of 
the Master, who 1 fain ta~stand 
onthe cutskirts of the crowd) At 
the. morning service the Rev. gentle- 
man chos: two fexts, Ecclesiastes, 
XL, 1, and L. Corinthians, XV., 58: 

“Cast thy bread upon the fwatera, 
for thou shalt find it after many 
days." ' Masse’ 

* “Therefore, my beloved brethren, 

be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 

abounding in the wark of the ‘Lori, 
h ap ye kocw that your 

Jabor is nu im vain in the Lord.” 

The sermon was a striking appeal 
to people not to judas of the Lsuccess 
of a minister or congregation by out- 
ward manifestations of worldly suc- 
ccas. Very often mare good twas done 
for the causa of Christianity in 
humble churches with Sfiiall member- 
ships than in imposing metropolitan, 
edilices with high-salaried ministers 
and all the pomjy and embellishments 
which many latter-day Christians 
s-em to consider necessary. The mis- 
take many Christians made wag in 
looking for immediate and visible re- 
sults in this world, which wa more 
than the Master bumself lived to 
see. Very often a humble congrega- 
tion, by its example and modest, 
| though insistent, perseverance against 
what scemed to be almost unsur- 
mountable obstacles, was putting 
thoughts into the minds of men which 
in days, perhaps years, to come, gnizght 
work incalculable good. Responsibil- 
ity rested on all alike. Thg humblest, 
as well as the highest, had their work 
to do. Worldly wars and battles were 
, hot won by the genertls alone: the 

brunt of the battle fell an’ the rank 

on file. So it was fn anatters of re- 
ligion. The ministers‘could not, single- 
handed, matntain the warfare against 
the powers of darkness, and they 
must be backed up by the mak and 
file of the church if tha fight started 
centuries ago in Christ's name was 
to succeed. Soldiers were proud of 
theic generals, proud of the cause 
+ they fought-for. What grander gen. 
feral could they imagine than the Son 
of God, what nobler caus? than the 
hope of bringing others to salvation! 
The preacher spoke of the pwar' in 
South Africa, and said that, te his 
mind, the noblest figure in all the 
war was Lord Kitchener. He admired 
him as a successful general; he ad- 
mired him still mora for, the gener- 
ous terms of peace he Iu been in- 
stramental in giving to the conquered 
Boors, but for nothing did ha honor 
him so much ag for hix manly words 
in answer to the plaudits of thous- 
ands—" I could have done nothin& but 
for the rank and file” So it avn in 
the church’s affatrs—the ‘clergy could 
do nothing but for the rank and file.

cars, Most of the injured, bruised 
end -bloeding—and-—cerving- pitwously 
for assistance were found floating 
about in the water inside of “the 
wrecked cars, and with much ditli- 
culty were pulled through the win- 
dows in the side of the upturned car 
orvdragged through holes caused’ by 
the wreck. It is miraculous — that 
many were not drowned before aid 
could reach thon.

Lava Streotnes, 3 

It fs scientitically repested that the 
lava streams from Vesuvius in 1833 
Were so hot twelve years later that 
steam was Issuing from the cracks 
and crevices, while the lava beds from 
the eruption of Etna in 1757 were 
found to be steaming hot just below 
the top crust as late as 1S30. But still 
more remarkable are the scientific re- 
ports of the volcano Jorullo, In Mex!- 
co. This sent forth immense streams 
of Jaya in 1755. In 1780 the lava beds 
were examinal by a party of sclep- 
tists, and it was found that a stick 
thrust Into the crevices instantly ig- 
nited, although there was no discom- 
fort experienced In walking on -the 
hardened crust. Again some forty 
years after the eruption {t was visited 
by scientists and reported to be steam- 
ing In many places, and eren cighty- 
seven years after the eruption two col- 
unns of steaming vapor were found to 
be Issuing from the'crevices. Some- 
times the upper crust of such a stream 
of laya cools so that plants and lichens 
find precarious growth on the surface, 
while a few feet beneath the lava is 
almost redhot..

* Lines Caused—Death List Bupposed to

Hamburg, July 22.—The steamship 
Primus, of Hamburg with 185 pas- 
sengers on board, was cut in wo 
and sunk by tho tug ITansu on the 
Niver Elbe, at 12.80 o'clock yexter- 
day smorning: About fifty persons 
were drowned, ‘Thirtecn bodies al- 
ready have been recovered. 

How the Accident Uccurred, 

The Primus was an excursion stea- 
mer from Buxtehude (Province — of 
Hanover, Prussia.) Ths disaster oc- 
curred) between Blankeneso and Nien- 
atedten. Among the passengers were 
the. memberx of ‘the Eilbeck Male 
Choral Socicty. 

At the time of the accident the 
Primus was crossing the river chan- 
nel near Blankenese, from the south- 
ern into the northern fairway. Ac- 
cording to witnesses abourd — the 
Hansa, the moverscnt was made too 
preeipitately, 

The Primus struck the tug's  en- 
gin-room, and the Hansa endeavor- 
ed to push her ashore, but the tug 
Kroundedt xoon and the ships parted. 
The Primus then sank. 

Jn the futerval, however, about 
fifty of her passengers were able to 
reach the Hanka by means of ropes 
and ladders. Seventy more were 
picked up by the tug’s boats, while 
others swam cshore, 
Captain Peternn of the ‘T’rimus, 
swam ashore und gave himself up 
to. the police. Capt. Sachs of , the 
Mansa also surrendered. 

What Caused the-Accident, 
The weather was fine, the moon 
was shining and both vessels were 
stecring absolute!y clear of each oth- 
er. Suddenly the Primus when about 
450 fect from the Hansa, put her 
rudder hard aport and crossed the 
bows of the latter, 
Less than «a minute clapsed be 
tween thé thine the Primus changed 
her course and the collision. Moats 
were immediately lowered from the 
Hansa, and ropes and ladders were 
thrown overboard, — Fifty persons 
were rescued by the boats. At the 
same time the Ifansa tricd to push 
the Primus ashore, but, being of 
deeper draught, crounded herself be 
fore the passcnger boat. The Primus 
fionted down stream und sank | 100 
feet from the Hansa. 

Vunic When They Collided. 
The terrible panic that occurred on 
the Primus when the Hansa struck 
her rendered the efforts to save her 
passengers almost useless. Fortun- 
ately the steamer Dolphin came up 


‘iminediately, and succeeded in saving 


60 of those on board the sinking 
steamer, while other boats assisted 
in the work of rescue. Some of the 
survivors furnish graphic  descrip- 
tions of the awful suddenness of the 
disaster, 
Every tne For Himself 

Men fought for their own safety re- 
gardlexs of others, In the midst of 
the confusion the boilers exploded, 
adding to the horrors of the scene. 

More of the passengers would have 
been saved by the ropes thrown from 
the Hansa had it not been that be- 
fore those who seized the ropes could 
be hauled on board they were pulled 
froin the lites they had grasped + by 
other persons struggling in the wa- 
ter, and all were drowned in the hid- 
cous confusion, 
It is asserted that divers have al- 
ready recovered 45 bodies, but as yet 
it is impossible to verify the death 
list.

There are many lasting superstitions 
connected with the arch of promise, 
howover. “In many countriés the rain- 
bow Is spoken of as belng n great bent 
pump or siphon tube, drawing water 
from the sea by mechanical means. 

In parts of Russia, in the Don coun- 
try and also In Moscost and vicinity, 
the rainbow Is known by a word which 
is equivalent to “the bent water p!pe.” 
In nearly all Stavonic dialects it Js 
known by terms signifying “the cloud 
siphon,” and in Hungary ‘it Is “the 
pump,” “Noab’s pump” or “God's 
purzp.”* 

In the province of Charkor. Tussin, 
the ralubow is sald to drain the wells, 
and to prevent this many are’provided 
whh heavy. tight fitting stone plat- 
forms, In the province of Saratov the 
bow Is sald to be under the control of 
three angels, one of whom pumps the 
water, the sccond “feeds” the clouds, 
and the third sends the rain. 

The Malayan natives call ft by the 
same name that they do the banded 
water cobra, only thant they add “boba,” 
meantug double headed, the equivalent 
in English belng “the double beaded 
water snake.” 

The Turkish children are told that 
If they can touch the rainbow they will 
at once have silver heads, eyes of ruby 
acd teeth of gold. In Greece they say 
that the person so unfortunate as to 
stumble over the end of the rainbow 
will baye bis or ber sex changed in- 
stantly.

Hydrocyanic acid, or, as it is most 
commonly called, prussic acid, is one 
of the most deadly polsons known to 
animal life. It isa volatile principle 
contained in numerous shrubs and 
trees, chiefly the wild cherry, bitter alm- 
mond, sberry laurel, St. Ignatius bean 
and the peach tree. It is obtained by 
distillation from ferrocyanide of potas- 
sium by'the action of sulphuric acid 
in the form of a light, colorless gas. 
The preparation kept in the drugstore 
is a dilute acid of a strength of 2 per 
cent of anbydrous acid in distilled wa- 
ter, 2 coloricss Nquid, with the odor of 
bitter almonds, The dose {s from two 
to six drops. One-balf grain of the 
anbydrous acid 1s suilicient to. produce 
death, It {s used in medicine in cor- 
recting diseases of the stomach, also 
in whooping cough and the last stages 
of consumption. 

It is very volatile, and the fumes will 
destroy vegetable life, causing the 
stems of plants to wither and dry up. 
Its effect on the lower animals {s sim- 
ilar to {ts action on man, with the ex- 
ecption of the horse and the hyera, 
upon whom {t does not appear to pro- 
duce any impression. In fatal doses 
it causes death quickly by paralyzing 
the heart's actlon, After death the 
tigor mortis sets in, and In a few mo 
ments the unfortunate subject is as 
stiff as a board, rx

In 1780 the lava beds 
Were examinal by a party of sciep- 
tists, and it was found that a stick 
thrust into the crevices instantly ig- 
nited, although there was no discom-* 
fort experienced in walking on the 
hardened crust. Again some forty 
years after the eruption it was visited 
by scientists and reported to be steam- 
ing In many places, and even cighty- 
seven years afic> the eruption two col- 
umns of steaming vapor were found to 
be Issulng from the crevices, *Some- 
times the upper crust of such a stream 
of lava cools so that plants and lichens 
find precarious growth on the surface, 
while a few fect bencath the lava Ss 
almost redhot.

Ite Invisible Iadiance, ance, Dissoverea by Ree 
quere!, Made Use of an Mecent Fxtend- 
ed Photezraphie Experiments, 


Prof. George F. Parker, of the 
experhnenting with uranium, 
invisible radiance: was discovered by 
Beeyuerel and with the new radio- 
active metals polonium and radium, 
found in pitch-blende by Madame 
Curric. 

He recentiy exhibited a series of 
photographic plates on which- im- 
pressions had been produced by these 
substances, is procedure has been 
as follows, says’ Scientific American: 

A photographié plate was enclosed 
in Dlack paper and then covered with 
yellow paper, After onc whole day’s 
exposure to the sunlight no effect was 
produced. ‘This precaution — proved 
the thoroughness. of the protection. 
Then the Various metals and salts 
were Placed outside the covering of 
the plate and they produced dark 
Stains, 

In order to take photographs 
objects such as a hand or foot these 
objects would be placed between the 
metal and the plate and the result 
would be similar to those obtained 
by the “x” rays! Such substances 
as bone show cle Ty through the 
Desh and surrounding tissue. A 
photograph can be taken by.means of 
radium in half g minute. 

The property of a new metal is ap- 
parently of great practical value. 
The results of the x" TAYS,, now so 
useful in surgical diagnosis, * 
duplicated by a method much cheap- 
er.

In addition to 
producing an impression “ on tho 
photographic plate, radium produces 
phosphorescence and discharges elco- 
trified bodies.

Commons Committee, uppointed to 


enquire into the question of steam- 
ship subsidies, was in session yester- 


day and examined:Senator GG. A. 
Drummond of Montreal. Mr. Drum- 


mond said that he had arrived at 
the conclusion, from recent develop- 
ments of American shipping com- 
bines, that the land line practically 
controlled the situation and that the 
ocean lipes were merely adjuncts. At 
first sight it would appear that the 
purchase of a number of old British 
steamers by ‘the American combina- 
tion could be remedied by building 
new boats. But he believed that, if 
this was done by a new organization, 
it could be made unprofitable by the 
Americans, who, by means of through 
Dills of landing from the producing 
centres, could control freights as well 
as a considerable portion Of the pas- 
senger trate. 

He believed that the only hope. of 
escape from the control of the Amerti- 
can shipping combine Iny through 
Canada, ‘Therefore, he advocated a 
speedy up-to-late service of /twenty- 
one knot steamers between Great 
Britain and Halifax, instead of New 
York. Such a line ought to be sub- 
sidized to the extent of £300,000 
(81,500,000) to £400,000 ($2,000,- 
000), yearly for ten years, half pay- 
able by Great Britain and half — by 
Canada. Thereafter, he believed, if 
judiciously managed, the line would 
be self-supporting. 1t would be ad- 
Yantageous to both countrics to ce 
ment the trade between Canada and 
Great Britain. 

Lerd Mereaford’s Sugrestion.

‘ GREWSOME. INDJAN CHARM. 


Its Loss Led the Cheyenne Draven: 
te Lenve the Warpath. 

Of all‘the grewsome things In the 
National muscum the necklace present- 
el several years ago by Captain John 
G. Burke of the United States army 
stands unequaled as 2° monument to 
Indian cruelty and superstition. This 
necklace consists first of all of a long 
buckskin cord made by roiling up a 
large strip of skin and sewing it along 
tho border so that throughout Its en- 
tire length {t will measure something 
oyer an inch in circumference, or about 
a third of an inch in diameter. This 
cylinder of buckskin is covered with 
beadwork so that no part of the skin Is 
exposed. The beads are sewed on In 
rather tasteful patterns, thescolors of 
which are white and blue, A thin buck- 
skin string Is attached to either end of 
this thick, bead Iuerusted cord, by 
means ‘of Which the cylinder Is ted 
about the neck of the wearer. ae 

Wanging from the underside of this 
necklace and running throughout Its 
entire length are twelve human fingers 
and several small flint arrowheads of 
pecullar shape and workmanship at- 
tached by buckskin strings. In the 
middle of the necklace depend three 
small medicine bags made of the 
tanned bide or skin of human beings. 
These bags contuln charm stones and 
- other. paraphernalia of the medicine 
man. 

The human fingers, forming the most 
conspicuous feature of the necklace, 
are complete, haying been cut off be- 
tween the middle jolnt and the knuc- 
kle. They have been dried In such 
manner as to preserve thelr natural 
color, finger nails, etc, and Jook as 
fresh as though they had been re 
moved only a few hours. 

During General Crook’s campaign 
against the Slovx and Cheyenncs In 
1876 the Fourth cavalry and a detach- 
ment of Indian scouts under Colonel R. 
C. Mackenzie surprised and stormed 
the chicf town and principal strong- 
hold of the Cheyennes. During or, 
rather, after this engagement one of 
the Indian scouts, Baptiste Pourler, 
better known as Big Bat, entered the 
lodge of the chief medicine man of the 
deserted village, and among other 
«things that the medicine man had over- 
looked in bis hurried flight from the 
town the scout found this curious neck- 
lace. Big Bat gave the necklace. to 
Colonel Burke, who later turned It orer 
ton student of Indian rellgions and su- 
peratitions, and he in turn presented It 
to the National museum, 

Subsequently something of the his- 
tory of this necklace was learned, The 
fingers were those of famous encmles 
noted for their superior courage and 
bravery whom the Cheyennes had 
killed in battle during thelr various 
wars, while the human skin of which 
the medicine bags were made was also 
taken from the bodies of enemles slain 
in battle. The necklace is very old and 
was looked upon by the Cheyennes as 
a thing endowed with miraculous pow: 
ers, Prior to its capture by Big Bat it 
had belonged to a famous medicine 
man of that tribe, who bad never al- 
lowed any white man to lay eyes on ft, 
and its loss put a very sudden and 
abrupt end to the Cheyenne war. The 
Cheyennes tried bard tu get it back, 
offering a large sum of money and a 
great many horses for Its return, but 
this was reiused, and since then the 
Cheyennes have remained at peace 
with the whites.

When he gets 
away from the store, the factory, 
the howe, his rested mind’ will begin 
to clear. As he saunters ont to lie 
down under the shadows of the trees 
with his Bible, he will begin to re 
alive how the goodness of God has 
followed hina all the days of his life. 
Jie will begin to see in the quietude 
of the woods that even in his troud- 
lex, the hand of God has Leen lead- 
ing him, that all things work. to- 
gether for good for those who love 
the Lord. -Tecn as he sits there in 
the Lord. ‘Then ashe sits Usere in 
the woods upon the hillside with the 
brook gurgling by his side, he will 
think that he is sitting at Christ's 
feet, just the same as the disciples 
of old used to do in’ the open air. 
‘Then be will hear y chirp. When he 
looks up, he will see a little bird 
sWinging upon the tree branches over 
his head.

Japan’s Mountains, 

All the mountains of Japan are) of 
unquestioned volcanic origin, and Fuji 
stands where Hondo, the maig island, 
Is broadest. About twenty craters are 
still active throughout the Islands, but 
FujJl-san_ belongs to-the much greater 
number which are now Inactive, Its 
last eruption occurred In 1707, contin- 
ulng more than a month. As far away 
as Tokyo, sixty miles northeast, the 
ashes fell to a depth of seven or eight 
inches, while on the Tokaido, twelve 
or fifteen miles southeast, the accu- 
mulation was six fect. At this time 
was formed ‘Ho-yel-san, n secondary, 
or parasitic, cone on the southeast 
slope. 

No other mountains fn Japan reach 
within 3,000 fcet of the elevation of 
Fujl,-nnd It Is therefore In prominent 
view from an immense arca, Including 
thirteen provinces of the empire. Cer- 
taln avenues In Tokyo are called Fuji- 
ml, or Fuji viewing streets, and from 
all of them the famous peak fs a glori- 
ousspectacle. All winter long the sum- 
mit of Fuji-san {s unapproachable, and 
from November to July snows reign 
supreme. In the latter month, how- 
ever, when the tralls up the mountain 
slopes are Iald bare, the ascent be 
comes feasibicand remains so through- 
out the summer and early autumn, 





There In No Mikado. 

Mr. W. S. Gilbert was no doubt pri- 
marily responsible for the bellef which 
Is everywhere prevalent that the em- 
peror of Japan is always called the 
mikado by his people. Ask ulne men 
out of ten what Is the official title of 
the ruler of the Islands of the chrysan- 
themum and they will probably think 
they are being made fun of. Assure 
them that the question Is asked In all 
sober serlousness and they will give 
that of the title of Mr. Gilbert's im- 
perlal opera. For all this, the nine 
men out of ten would be wrong. His 
majesty Is known as “tenno hel-ka,” 
which means “bls imperial majesty.” 
Thus the people of Japan address thel! 
soverelzn exactly as. do the subjects 
of the Impe:lous kalser. Mikado. used 
at one time to be the title, for it is the 
oldest form of nddress in use. It bas, 
however, fallen Into abeyance for ser- 
eral gencrations. 





. Grindstones. 

The production of grindstones in the 
United States Is almost entirely from 
Ohlo and Michigan. The principal 
grindstone district In Oblo fs included 
In Lorain, Cuyaboga and Summit coun- 
tles, with Cleveland as a center, the 
largest grindstone quarries and manu 
facturing plants belong within twenty- 
five miles of Cleveland. The quarries 
fo southern Ohlo are along the Obio 
river west of Marietta and fnland 
horthwest of that city. A few quarries 
are In West Virginia across the river 
from Marictta. The Michigan quarries 
gre on the shores of Lake Huron, about 
ninety miles north of Port Huron, near 
Grindstone City. In South Dakota are 
located the quarrics of the, Edgemont 
Stone company.

How Scissors Are Made. 

Though no complexities are Involred 
In the making of scissors or much skill 
required, yet the process of manufac- 
ture is very interesting, They are 
forged from good bar steel heated to 
redness, cach blade being cut off with 
sufticlent metal to form, the shank, or 
that destined to become the cutting 
part, and bow, or that which later on 
is fashioned Into the holding portion. 
For the bow a small hole is punched, 
and this is afterward expanded to the 
required size by hammering it on 2 
conical anvil, after which both shank 
and bow are ‘filcd into a more perfect 
shape and the hole bored in the middle 
for the. rivet. The blades are next 
ground and the bandles filed smooth 
and burnished with oll and emery, 
after which the pairs are fitted to- 
gether and ‘tested as to their easy 
working. 

They are not yet finished, however; 
they have to undergo hardening and 
tempering and be again adjusted, after 
which they are fnally~put together 
again and polished for the third time. 
in comparing the edges of knives and 
tssors It will be noticed, of course, 





; that the latter cre not In any way so 


sharply ground as the former, and that 
in cutting scissors crush and > bruise 
more than knives,

WHAT IS PUBLISHED IN ENGLAND 


CONCERNING OUR GOLD 
ALIENS, 

The H.C. Revicw,'an English min- 
ing Journal, publiahed in Londen, Enz- 
land, 1n itt imgrs of June 24, contains 
the following ‘referers to the gold 
mining. in the County of Hastings: 

Th: only part of Eastern Ontario, 


however, in which gofd is being pro- 


duced is whatvis generally called the 
Hastings district. A strip of country 
in thia district stretches from the 
eastern edge of VPeterboro county 
fin’ a dixigtion north of east across the 
northern part of the counties of Hasi- 
ings, Lennox and Addiazton, and 
Frontenac. Historically the district 
is interesting on account of ‘th: fact 
that through it attention whs first 
directed to tha province ag & gold Yer- 
ritory. Morats of a mining nature 
yoay also be drawh from its history 
m» connection with the various 
schemes and attempts which have 
been made td produce the precious 
metal. It would probably have been 
much better for the province if the 
precious metal had escaped observance 
for 20 or 25 yeays aftert Ks discovery 
was made, when mining methods were 
better understood and we had a pop- 
ulation which had had ¢xperience in 
othee fields. 

In addttion to glacial and recent 
deposits, thers are four important 
types of rooks tn connection With this 
gold belt. Thess are the Silurian 
limestone, which overlies the _Arch- 
acan unconformably, being deposit- 
ed on the egpced surface of the tat- 
ter, together with granite, dioriie, 
and crystalline limestone. The latter 
rock {frequently passesses a highly 
schictose structure, and is spoken of 
as calceschist. Under the name of dio- 
rite are grouped a variety, of massive 
and schistose representatives. 

The granite ia the youngest of the 
crystalline or Archacau serieg, and is 
found cutting through both the dio- 
rite and the crystalline limestone 
Of the latter two rocks the{(Sorite ta 
the eastern part of ths batt w «the 
younger, as dikes of it panetrate the 
lamestone. Along the western por- 
tion of the belt the relations are not 
quite so clear, although it would ap- 
pear that the aime relation holds. It 
is possible, hawever, that some mem- 
bers of the diarite serles mre of Wiffer- 
ent age from-ths otham. 

The gold deposits are in most cases 
associated with the diurite, and Lre- 
quently occur near ths contact of thus 
xock with ‘the granite. When occure 
ing at or near the tgntact the ore is 
easentially camposed of mispickel and 
quartz. A few ecposits ia the’ east- 
ern part of the belt ard found at or 
near the contast of diorite with crys- 
talline limestone, and are alxg high 
in muspickeL The Delmont mine, 
which is situated well within a diorite 
area, contains pyrite in plice of mis- 
pickel.

Th: ore botiss situated near the 
contact of diorite and granite are evi- 
dently of later ages than tbe younger 
of these rocks, ay they cut across 
both of them.

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TRAINING OF HORSES 


CAREFUL HANDLING TO FIT THEM 
FOR CIRCUS TRICKS. 








The Candidate For Ring Honors 
Must Have Special Points Well De- 
veloped— Horses Can Be Coaxed, 
Like a Child, but Not Forced. 


“A traincr must possess two qualifi- 
cations before he can successfully cd- 
ucate a horse to do the tricks seen Inn 
circus—he must possess kindness and 
perseverance, 

» “A veteran trainer selects bis horses 
with as much care as a society woman 
plans a party gown. The candidate for 
the future applause of the circus golng 
people of the world must be handsome 
in color, as near perfect as possible in 
conformation and possess an eren tem- 
Perament. His eyes must be large and 
Gerold of the least trace of riclous- 
ress, he must hold his ears pointed 
slightly forward, and he must bare a 
sensible looking head, broad between 
the eyes, Horses that lay back their 
ears at the approach of a man, who 
nip viclously at every passerby and 
Whose eyes. plainly demonstrate a 
mean disposition are discarded. A 


‘trainer wlll bandle no animal of this 


kind, 

: “Once the candidate Is selected be is 
shipped to the winter quarters of the 
cireus and assigned to 2 comfortable 
stall In a large, clean, well ventilated 
barn tenanted by several hundred beau- 
ties of his kind. Good hay and oats are 
his in abundance, and forsereral days 
he {fs allowed to rest and me famil- 
jar with bis sutroundings. ‘The trainer 
visits him daily and by speaking kind- 
Jy and occasionally giving the animal a 
Dit of sugar gains his confidence. After 
a time the horse begins to whinny at 
the approach of the trainer, and the 
bond of friendship is thus quickly co- 
mented, : 

“Then comes the first lesson. The 
candidate Is introduced to the tralning 
ring constructed near the barn and al- 
Jowed to wander about at will, He 
smells the sawdust, the pedestals nnd 
the harness and ropes that will soon 
be buckled about bis body and then, 
horselike, les down In the center of the 
ring and enjoys a good roll. 

“Next day be Js led around and 
Around the ring for several bours and 
soon understands that he is expected 
to encircle the ring of his own accord. 
Then a strap Is placed around bis right 
foreleg, and from this strap a rope Is 
Tun through harness fastened around 
his body. The trainer grasps the free 
end of the rope Jn one band and a pair 
of ines attached to the horse's bridle 
io the other. ‘Tbe animal Is told to 
“get up,’ and after the ring fs encircled 
a few times the command ‘whoa’ Is 
given, if the horse refuses to obey, a 
quick pull on the rope draws his leg 
from under him, and he ts forced to 
stop." Only a few demonstrations of 
this kind are necessary to show the 
horse that he must stop when the com- 
mand Is given. 

“After these preliminaries are satis- 
factorily accomplished the equine pupil 
iy taught to kneel first gq one knee, 
then on the other and finally on both, 
All this 1s accomplished by drawing 
up the front legs, one at a time, thus 
forelug bim down. His knees are 
padded to prevent injury, aud every 
time be Is forced down the command 
to kneel is given, and the animal fs 
petted and reassuted with kind words 
until finally be kucels at the word. 

“It is in these preliminary lessons 
that a good performer is made or 
spoiled. The instructor must be firm 
and resolute, but kind, always kind. A 
horse ts Ike g child; you may coax 
him, but you can’t force without spoll- 
ing his Wisposition, The animal quick- 
ly notices any show of {ll temper or 
roughness on the part of the Instructor 
and resents it by becoming balky and 
obstinate. Blows or barsh punishment 
only make Lim worse. You frequently 
hear people assert that animals are 
beaten {nto submission in teaching 
them tricks, People who say this never 
saw the Inside of the training quarters 
of a modern circus. A horse or any oth- 
er animal conquered In this way Is 
never rellable and {s apt to spoll a per- 
formance by on outbreak of bad tem- 
per, besides being dangerous to bs 

“The next lesson for the ho; 
ort of Ising down and rematolng mo 
tionless until the word Is given to rise. 
This information is imparted to the 
horse In a manner similar to the kneel- 
ing lesson, An Ingenious harness 
makes it possible for the trainer to 
draw the horse down on a soft bed of 
hay without Injuring him. When the 
horse willingly Nes down at the word 
of command, he Is taught to sit upon 
his haunches and then 1s gradually. 
Grilled {nto tke other tricks that al- 
ways draw applause from children and 
adults allke. } 

“It is usually ap ensy reatter to teach 
8 horse to stand upon a pedestal, to 
waltz, rear on bis hind tezs and mareb 
in unison with equine companions aft- 
er these almple lessons ure thoroughly 
learned and the horse understands the 
tralner {s his friend and not bis enemy, 
The horse of average intelligence 
Jearns quickly os soon as be realizes 
what ts required of him. The main 
requisite on the tralner’s part is pa- 
tlence, and If a man hasn't got this, 
and lots of It, he had better keep out of 


the business. If he gets excited or im-~ 


patient and gocs to hauling the horse 
about unnecessarily, the animal is sure 
to become uneasy and fretfol, and a 
Mttle experience of this kind will spoll 
him. : 
“Tho better bred a horse ts the more 
Aotelligence it has nnd the more apt it is 
to make a good performer, provid 
has been handled properly from co 
bood. All high bred horses, however, 
are perrous and require kind treat- 
ment In order to Insure good results.”"— 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, 





BIRTH OF AN ICEBERG, 








AN ILLUSTRATED VILLAGE. 


The Dramatic Experience of Two | Little Swiss Town One of the Quaint- 


Antarctic Explorers. 

Mr. C. E. Borchgrevink, commander 
of the antarctic expedition of 3189S, 
nearly lost his life by an accident of a 
nature so peculiar that it is probable 
no other man could duplicate the ex- 
perience. At the foot of Mount Terror 
in February, 1900, he landed from his 
ship with Captain Jensen and three 
other men. en, wishing to take a 
picture of the shore, he sent his boat 
back to the vessel to get a camera, and 
he and Captain Jensen were left alone 
on the rough beach. Before the boat 
returned a strange and awful thing 
happened. Mr. Zorchgrevink told the 
story in the Outlook: 

A roar and a rush, with tremendous 
explosions, shook the beach. The 
thought came to us that the perpendic- 
ular rocks above ts were falling. Then 
We realized what was taking place 
Tae mighty glacier immediately to the 
west of us was giving birts to an ice- 
bers. 

Millions of tons of ice plunged Into 
the ocean. We could see nothing be- 
yond an immense cloud of rolling 
Bnow. The water rose from the plunge 
of this antarctic monarch. 1 sang out 
to Jensen, “Not we shall bare to face 
the ware!” 

We rushed to the highest point of our 
limited beach, four feet abore the sea. 
We saw advancing on us a dark green 
ridge with a wi«te crest. 1 called to 
Jensen to struggle for dear life We 
clutched the uneven rocks, with our 
backs toward thé advancing water. Al- 
though it could not Kaye taken more 
than seren Telgntes the time secined 
long before the water closed orer our 
heads. 

Floating upward, scrambling upon 
the rocks, I tore the nails from my 
flesh In my endeavor to keep from be- 
ing dragged out. After the second 
ware we again felt the rocks under. 
our fect. : KR 

At the place where Jensen and I first 
stood the rock was wet twenty fect 
abore our heads, It was somewhat 
jower when It struck us. Where the 
wave had struck with full force the 
face of the rock bad been altered, and 
rocks were still falling when the three 
men in tho boat found us, biceding and 
torn. 

Two facts had saved us. To our right 
a small peninsula of ice protruded 
some five feet from the rock, and the 
rock Itself bent toward the west. From 
the moment {t struck the curve of the 
mountain rock to the west of us the 
Wave took a course more easterly than 
where Jensen and I stood.

HORSEHAIR SNAKES. 


Pecallar Mabits of These Threadlike 
Little Serpents, 

The “horschalr snakes”, are small, 
Mesh colored mites which Nye princl- 
pally In stagnant water. After golog 
through varloms~transformations they 
come to the surface of the water In the 
shape of very slender, purplish looking 
threads. When they reach this last 
stage, they leave the water and work 
their way up the stalks and Icaves of 
aquatic plants, When opportunity af- 
fords, they attach themselves to the 
feet, legs, wings seid other parts of 
larger Insects, often, as one authority 
states, “creeping under the wing case 
of beetles, In the case of therericket, 
katydid, grasshopper and other Insects 
of that ilk, whose legs are hollow, the 
tiny borsebair takes the advantage and 
creeps up the hollows Into the very 
vitals, 

This accourss for the fat and clumsy 
condition of some {ndividuals of the 
above named species, single specimens 
of the cricket having been caught with 
over two dozen of these threadlike 
“snakes” attached to and Inside of 
thelr bodies. After heavy ralns, which 
frequently drown crickets and katydids 
which are welghted down by these 
parasites, the “horsebalr © snake" 
emerges from the carcass of the Insect 
2 full fedged miniature serpent. In this 
mature state he Is the delight of the 
curiosity secker and a mine of study to 
those who delight to delve In nature's 
bypaths. Those which have been for- 
tunate cnough not to have been carried 
very far from water by the Insect 
which they encumbered during Ife 
make their way back to the ponds to 
lay thelr exes. They then wrap them- 
selves around the eggs, which soon 
hatch Sato the little fexh colored mites 
mentioned tu the opening. About this 
time the parent “snake” dics tu mak 
room for Its progeny.

TALKS IN NATURAL TONES. 


Machine Tha? In a Vast Improvement 
op the Phonograph, 

While the reproduction‘of the bu- 
man yolce by means of the phonograph 
and” gramophone is a remarkable 
achievement, there are objections to 
the stralned and unnatural quality of 
sounds reproduced by the ordinary, 
phonograph and gramophone. The pe- 
cullar metallic quality heard from 
those instruments is due to the fact 
that in order to make the reproductions 
as loud as possiblo the original must . 
be of abnormal effort: - 

Emile HKerliner, the well known elec- 
trical inventor, has, however, devised» 
a reproducing machine wherein this 
trouble is remedied. It is composed of 
2 number of separate gramophones op- ~ 
erated simultancously. The art has ad- ~ 
¥anced so far that the records may be 
made exact duplicates of cach other, 
even to the minutest detail. The only, 
difficulty in operating several machines 
is to have them registered exactly with 
each other so as to insure simultancous 
operation. A table or support is pro- 
vided, on which there are mounted & 
number of rotary tables of the usual 
gramophone type and adapted to re- 
celve the well known record tablets of 
commerce. ‘These tablets are general- 
ly arranged in a staggered row, each 
belng supported on an upright, spindle 
or shaft journaled in a standard fash- 
fon to a table, 

Upon each shaft just below the table 
is secured a disk having equally spaced. 
radially projecting pins of its periph- 
ery. The disks are all of the same size, - 
with the same number of pins, and 
they ore driven together with the ta- 
bles at the same speed by means of a 
belt having perforations spaced to fit 
the pins and operated by a ‘motor of 
any desirable construction, The regis- 





tering devices make it possible to In- _ 


sure the contact of each stylus with a 
corresponding point of each record by, 
the mere act of placing the stylus on 
the propetine. Power being applied 
to rotate thé records, identical sounds 
issue from each of the horns; and the 
combined body of sound may be made 
as great as desired by using an appro- 
priate number of records. Therefore 
it Is possible to provide an exact repro- 
duction of the human rolce or to make 
it louder or softer. Ps

Geen’a Death. 

Or, June 71h Geen was found dead

said to have stated that che beard 
him say when dying: “My Godj I'm 
afraid I've been poisoned.” By his side 
was found a bottle, presumably ton- 
taining sherry, which has not been 
analyzed and the real contents of 
which are not yet accurately known, 
although it is in powcasion ‘of the 
police. yi . 

Th? Monday following thts occur- 
tence the penson referred to above as 
being a photographic subject took 
Geen’s place. but not befits he thd 
been referred to Detective Davis, whd 
had worked on the burglary, cstensibly 
for that officer's certificate that he 
was clear of blame,/which was im- 
mediately given, so that it is evident 
that h» was entirely exculpited from 
blame in connectidn with the affair. 

The fire of June 18th could shave 
been caus*l by spontaneous combus- 
tion. following the mixing of themi- 
cals which were kept together, and 
need not neoessartly be grouped fwith 
the other incidents, though it may 
possibly bs connected with ‘them.

WHALLEY'S SON DISCREDITS 
SUICIDE. 

Gearge Whalley, eldest son of the 
man who was found dead in Evans & 
Sons warshouas utterly repudiates the 
iden that there is any possibility of 
b's father havin conunitted suicide, 

In the first places, the position in 
which the body wes found lying be- 
tween two boxes and showing that he 
had fallen there, and not laid daAvn, 
the number of bruises cn his face, 
which could not have been causcd by 
acheavy fall, and the fact that he wes 
lyjng not on his face, but with the 
bruised parts clostly pressed against 
th: flooring, Shows thet the effect of 
ths poison upon bin must have been 
instantancous, and unexpected, If he 
fad taken the poison himscif itis only 
natural to supposs that be would have 
lain down to dic, or, at ony rate, Would 
nbt have allowed bimsel( to fail with 
tuch forces as wan ecridenced by. the 
condition and positian of the body 
whea found.

POLICE SUSPECT BOTH: SfEN

So far, the Taronto Globe and Mail 

and Empire have’ not treated the 
Evans & Soas' mystery in 2 sensi- 
tional way, but to-day tho Mail and 
Empire has an extended review. of :tho 
case, which soems #@ well-balanced and 
sound that we present it to our read- 
ers; ‘ 
That George W’ y, found dead 
in the cellar of Mé&srs. Evag< and 
Sons, Tamited, 23 Front street east, op 
Sunday last, was murdered is the 
theory on which the police authorities 
aro now. warking in the casc. This 
theory alao embraces the «death of (Ed- 
gat Geen, found dead on Jyna 7th, in 
the same warehouse. Suoh facts ‘ax 
can be gathered point to thd murier 
theory as the most probable expjan- 
ation of the mystery which surrounds 
the death of buth. The supposition is 
that the guilty man is one familiar 
with the Evans and Sons’ warehouse, 
and it has even been suggested that 
be was one of the employes. The toc- 
tows who performed the: post-mortem 
examination are satixfied that they as- 
cerlained the cause of Whaliey's 
death. The autopsy was performed at 
J. D. McGill's. undertaking rooms, 300 
Coliege alreet, and just after §t pad 
been concluded Mr. McGill asked 
them: ’ ‘ 

“Do you know, what th> annn died 
of 

“ Yes," was the reply of one of (he 
doctors. 

“What was the cause? queried the 

undertaker. Mut as to this tho doc. 
tor's Lips were sealed. They said this 
would come out at the inquest, bat 
no: before then. The next move in the 
case was the decision to have the 
stomach of the dead man examined by 
Dr. Elly, the Ontario Government 
analyst. ‘The work of analysis was be- 
gun yesterday, and wiil likely cecupy 
ten days’ time. This analysis was 
considered advisable after the post- 
mortem examination, which was of the 
most thdrough nature, one of the most 
complete, ‘The Mail and Empire is Sn- 
formed, ever made in any esses in Tp 
trouto 


Details of the Case, 


There are several facts which make 
it probable that Whalley was murder- 
ed: He was found dead, face down- 
ward. with his working coat and 
apron on, and with marks on iis face, 
ths envelope containing hia weekly 
wages, $10, being missing. Nis wounds 
would not killa suouse, in th: cpinicn 
of experts, His position was such aa 
te make it appear that be had fallen 
dawn; his left hand was under the 
body, tnd the right hand by its side. 
The dody was stretched out at 
almost futl length lying slightly on 
the right eide. Blow was oozing fran 
ths nosc. Roth eyes were discolored, 
the left anore so than the right. There 
wus a wound on the right side of the 
nose, naudon th: right check bone, just 
below the temple. Doers was also a 
slight wound on the lower lip on the 
left side. That there should be 
wounds on both sides of the face 
makas it evident that they -were not 
caused by a fall. A circumstance in- 
dicating that the case was nut one of 
suicide was that the ends of two 
boxes were partly resting on the body. 
One of these boxes was about two feet 
squire. The boxes cantained empty 
bottios, and were thickly couted witb 
duat. % 

The belief ia that the murder, if 
murder wascomumitted, in the case of. 
both Whatley and Geen wus for the 
money in their envelojan, with pos- 
sibly an expectation that mor: might 
be found upon them. Whalley gor 
£10 a week and Geen $9 a week, but 
the Jaiter's cavelopa on'tho hist Sat- 
urday he was paid was only $3. This 
wi becaus: he bad uverdrawa his 
iaty, and only that amount was due 
hup. Many people refuse to believe 
that "any man would 1 fellow. 
being for a sum se paltry, but per-

GLASS FOR WINDOWS 


THE METHOD AND THE MATERIALS 


QF ITS, MANUFACTURE. 
= — 








Eeaough Arsenic Im the Windows of 
an Ordinary House to Kill a Regi- 
ment of Men—Process of the Tank- 
house and the Pothouse, 


People who have glass windows In 
thelr homes do not know that the glass 
contains enough arsenic to make It a 
deadly poison. Glassmakers say that 
the windows of an ordinary home con- 
tain enough of this polson to kill a reg- 
iment of men. The popular supposition 
that glass Is mate of sand Is a correct 
one, but a quantity of other articles en- 
ters Into its composition. 

Window glass factories are divided 
into two departments, n tankhouse and 
a pothouse. The process of glassmak- 
Ing In one of these departments is prac 
tleally the same as $n the other, In the 
tankhouse the glass {fs all melted In im- 
mense tanks which will hold thou- 
sanis of tons. In the pothouse the 
glass Is made In pots. 
| After the fires are lghted and a tank 
| Is heated the glass mixture is shoreled 

in. It Includesglass left over from the 
| former seasun, glass refuse, sand and 

salt cake. Arsenic is not used In the 
} tankhouse for the roason that the heat 

is so Intense that the drug ts volatilized 

nud escapes Into the alr without enter- 

ing the mixture. As ono mixture melts 
; and flows to one end of a tank fresh 
{ supplics are shoveled in at the other 
j end. 

The molten mass secthes and 

} “works” In a manuer similar to that of 

a mash In a distillery. From the salt 
| cake comes a salt water that bas to be 
| separated from the mass, and the easi- 
| est way to remove It is te burn It out. 

This is done by throwing stove wood 
H into the tank on top of the molten 
i glass. The weter Is converted into 
' steam, which is destroyed by the in- 

tense beat from the glass. The melted 
| glass Is then skimmed by an automatic 
| skimmer, and {t is ready for the gath- 
| erer, 

A gatherer thrusts a long steel biow- 
| pipe into one of the rings nt the lower 
j end of the tank. He twists.and turns 
} it until a snall ball of glass gathers on 
‘the end. This ball Js partially cooled, 
} polished by being turned iu a box of 
-Sandust and then passed on to the 
; blower, who heats It again until it be- 

comes like taffy. The blower swings 
| the ball over a pit that is twelve fect 
| deep and rapidly blows it into an elon- 
| gated pear shape. When a blower is 
! through, the incited glass becomes a 
| perfect cylinder about 5 fect long and 
| 2 feet across, Jt then passes to a “snap- 
' per,” who takes It to a rack and breaks 
|4he roller loose from the blowpipe. 
| The snapper gutbers m small lump 
of melted glass on the end of a rod 
j and dexterously runs a narrow ribbon 
, of the stuff nround the ends of the 
roller, both at the blowpipe end and 
the closed end. The little ribbons of 
i inelted glass cool In a few seconds, 
! when they are removed, leaving a nar- 
jrew zone of almost redbot glass 
around the rollers at cach end, Then, 
taking a tool that resembles a soldcring 
fron, the snapper rubs it for a noment 
| on his forehead, and when, the point of 
\iteds moistened with perspiration he 
} runs the jron around the rollers at the 
heated spot. The glass cracks and 





separates us cleanly as if cut with a 
diamond, the Llowpipe is removed, and 
the closed cylinder Las become n roller 
and is then ready to go to the dat- 
tener, 

The flattencr works In another part 
of the bullding, where ure located the 
fattening ovens. ‘Lhese ovens are beat- 
ed to a temperature sulliciont to soften 
the glass so that it may be rolled out 
into sheets, A series of treclay tables 
placed In a circle like the spokes of a 
wheel revolre In the ovens, and on 
these tables the rollers are Hattened, 
They are placed fuside, allowed to be 
come hot, and then a cold fron is run 
along the Inside from end to end. The 
contact of the Iron cuts the glass, 
Which {s then straightened out upon 
the table. 

The Wattener has a number of billets 
of green wood Attached to long fron 
handles, nnd with these billets, which 
are shaped Im such a manner as to do 
the work expected of them, he “irons” 
the softened shect of glass until It Is 
perfectly fat and smooth, The tables 
Inside the oven revolve, the fattened 
sheet Is carried away, ond another roll- 
er is brought {nto position before the 
Nattener. As the fattened shevts cool 
they are lifted to a place on n long 
travellng rack, on which they are by 
stages removed from the ovens, belng 
allowed to cool as they go. This Is done 
in order-that the gliss may not be 
shattered by too quick an exposure to 
the alr, 

When the sheets are taken from the 
flattening ovens, they are covered with 
n greasy, dirty looking coat of chem- 
Icals—soda, potash, silicates of the dif- 
ferent salts, ete.—which must be re 
moved, and for this purpose the rough 
sbects are placed In an acid bath com- 
posed of hydrochloric and sulphuric 
acids more or less diluted, After their 
immersion In this bath the ahects are 
taken to the cutting room, where work- 
men cut them Into sizes and make 
them ready for the packera, Hardly a 
scrap of the glass except the rough 
edgva Is wasted. In fact, none is wast- 
ed, as all refuse goes back to be melt- 
ed. After the cutters have Mnished 
thelr work the glass is packed In boxes 
and Js then ready for the market

WATER RIGHTS INVIOLATE.. 


Springs and Wells In Palestine Are” 
Protected by Severe Laws. 

Water is the most precious thing In- 
Palestine, and the laws which protect 
springs and wells are very severe. 
Most of the wells are artificial, Rich: 
men at very great expense have chis- 
eled basins and reservoirs out of tbhe- 
rocks to recelve the flow from springs, 
and in many places where no springs 
could be ‘found they have drilled 
through the Imestone a: hundred feet 
and sometimes twice that distance to 
the artesian basin. 

None but very rich shelks can affor® 
such an ‘expenditure. Nevertheless, 
they have not only been the greatest 
benefactors of their fellow men, but 
those who have sunk wells and bullt 
fountains have ereeted monuments to 
thelr fame more enduring than palaces 
or temples or shafts of granite. 

The temple of Solomon has vanished 
forever, but the poola which he walled 
up with masonry and filled with water 
still remain, The wells that Abraham 
and Jacob drilled in the rock as acts 
of piety os well as power are as Im- 
mortal as their names and will live fore 
ever as long as nen feel thirst. 

According to a just custom of the 
country, water rights could never be 
forfeited. No man who owned a well 
might refuse his nelghbor water for 
his family or his flocks, but the Tord 
of the spring was inviolate, No cred- 
itor or enemy could take his water 
rights away from him, To injure or 
OHll up a well was an unpardonable 
crime, When the Philletines threw 
earth and stenes into the well of Abra- 
ham, they Intended to challenge him 
to a war of extermination. These cus 
toms and regulations remain today-

Some very terrible accidents may be 
expected to befall. aerial navigators 
should airships ever become sutticient- 
ly. perfected to make this species of 
travel nt all common owing to the fact, 
well known to all aeronants, that there 
exist in the earth's atmosphere at cer- 
tain places and under certaln condi. 
tions veritable holes or pits of vast 
depth, Ap alrsiip sailing unwittingly 
Into one of these aerial craters would 
sink with far more certainty and far 
greater swiftness than would a leaden 
ship of the same size and shape in an 
ocean of water. 

Accidents of this nature have actu- 
ally happened to acronauts in the past, 
but of course the ordinary balloon is 
not nearly so much affected by the 
sudden descent as an airship would be. 
Nevertheless, an experience of the kind 
is sufficiently disconcerting even to the 
stoutest hearts and strongest nerves. , 

M. Tissandicr, ballooning with two 
friends above the town of Vincennes, 
some years ago, happened on one of 
these Invisible alr holes, which proved 
to be over a mile In depth, the balloon 
falling that distance with such in- 
credible rapidity that the carth ap- 
peared to be rushing up to mect them 
with the specd of an express train, and 
the bags of ballast thrown out by the 
alarmed travelers fell not downward, 
as might have been expected, but up- 
ward, Luckily a denser stratum of air, 
answering to the bottom of the pit in 
question, was encountered whea they 
were an few hundred feet from the 
ground, and the downward rush of the 
balloon wag checked os if by contact 
with a pneumatic cushion.

Mul- 
cahy tulked through the pump, and 
obtained air, although “it was so 
bent that a pipe could not be got 
down. JTe suid he was not hurt, but 
to hurry up as the water was coming 
in.

Chicago, July 27.—4n this discourse 
Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage shows 
how the qualities which characterize

will make you fishers of men.’* 

Are you a fisherinan? “Sh, yes,"* 
you answer; “I have been a fisherinan 
all my life. -As Izank Walton, tho 
father of angling, used to say that 
true fishermen, like pocts, were born, 
Hot made, so 1 was born with a love 
for the rod and the reel, As a little 
boy, many and many a time I have 
been Jate for school because I loiter- 
ed on the way ‘under the shadow of 
the old wooden bridge . to cast a 
crooked pin used for a hook, Now 
that Iam grown I fore to go back 
to the scene where I was born. I 
love to take a boat and pull out in- 
to the river which flows through the 
Yalley where my father is buried and 
try to coax to my hook the black 
bass and the timid perch.’*

tween the min-who makes his living 
by fishing and one who fishes for 
Sport us there TR between the man 
who farms to make a living and the 
man who furins for recreation, It 
fs the difference between work and 
Play. It is the difference between the 
man who sets sail in the fishing. 
smack from Nantucket or New ed- 
ford and spends six long months oft 
the banks of | Newfoundland, facing 
the dangers of tempest and collision, 
and the man who paddles about ina 
canoe on a quict stream. It is the 
difference between the man who. fs 
ready to defy the dangers of Lake 
Galilee—the most treacherous inland 
sea in the world—and the man who 
Stands upon a rock on a sunshiny af- 
ternoon und casts his expensive line 
into the brook for a few hours’ pus- 
time. 

Now the two brothers, Peter and 
Andrew, to whom Christ spoke the 
words of my text upon the shores of 
Lake Galilee, were real fishermen, 
They were not dilettanti. They did 
not go out into the country for a 
few days with a hundred dollar pole 
to catch a dollar's worth of fish: but 
they made fishing their 1 's, busi- 
ness. They belonged to what is per- 
haps the bravest. class of men oon 
earth—the fishermen. Christ. when 
he saw them mending their nets, 
turned) and said: “Come, leave your 
nets and follow me.

the destruction of life proportionate 
ly is so great as among the men who 
nuke the harvest of the sea their 
avocation or life work. 

During a recent journey acroxs the 
Atlantic and after we had been out 
2 couple of days from New York har- 
bor I saw two men pointing to a 
dark cloud ahead, 1 heard) one of 
them say: “We are going to have a 
bad night. That is the Newfound- 
Jand fog bank."* — Soon the thick 
mists began to settle around us, All 
that night the gloomy fog horn 
Dlew. I said to the commander of 
the Cunarder: “Captain, why do you 
blow that terrific fog horn? Surely 
the danger of collision with a rass- 
ing steamer fs comparatively small.’* 
“Ah.”* answered the captain, “we are 
blowing the foz horn chiefly to warn 
the fishermen. AM about these wa- 
ters are hundreds of little fishing 
smacks. ‘Ihe fishermen come here 
and anchor, They stay month in 
and month out until they catch their 
cargos and scores and scores of these 
Poor fellows are run down every year, 
We want to warn them, if possible, 
that’ we are coming along." Go to 
any of the little fishing towns along 
the rocky coasts of old Scotland. 
There you will find women who have 
Jost fathers and brothers and hus- 
bands apd sons in the awful dangers 
of a fisherman's life. Every seaman 
Will tell you that the perils of a 
sailor's life gre comparatively noth- 
ing if there are only. sixty fathoms 
‘of water under the ship's keel. But 
the fisherman rarely puts out to the 
deep sea. Te must fish comparative 
ly near the shore. Then the storms 
come up and threaten to drive the 
frail craft upon the rocks. ‘Then the 


fogs settle so thickly that the steers-. 


man can hardly sev the prow of the 
boat from the stern. Yes, the true 
fisherinan‘’s life, whether it is found 
on Lake Galilee or off the coasts of 
Scotland or in’ the Newfoundland 
fogs, is a life of overwhelming dan- 
fer. Brave must be the man who 
would follow so perilous an syoca- 
tion, 

So the gospel fishermen, too, must 
be brave men! They must be as 
courageous 
drew, who, to bece fospel fisher- 
inen, laid down their lives for Christ. 
They must be as brave as the heroic 
Father Damien, who in order to min- 
ister to the sick and the dyieg went 
to Molokai, the Leper island of the 
Pacific, and himself became a leper 
and died.

The Dramatic Experience é6£ Two 
Antarctic Explorers. 
» Mr. C. E. Borehgrevink, commander 
of the antarctic expedition of 1593, 
nearly lost his life by an accident o} , 
nature so peculiar that it is proba’ 
ho other man could duplicate the 
perlence. At the foot of Mount ‘Terres, 
in February, 1900, he landed from his % 
ship with Captain Jensen and three 
other men, en, Wishing to take a 
picture of the shore, he sent his boat ~ 
back to the vessel to get a camera, and 
he and Captain Jensen were left nlone 
on the rough bench. Before the boat 
returned a strange and awful thing 
happened. Mr. Korchgrevink told the 
Story in the Outlook: 

A roar and a rush, with tremendous 
explosions, shook the beach. The 
thought came to us that the Perpendic- 
ular rocks abore ts were falling. Then 
We realized what was taking place, 
The mighty glacier immediately to the 
west of us was clving birt to an ice 
berg. 

Millions of tons of ice plunged into 
the ocean. We could see nothing be- 
yond an Immense clord of rolling 
snow, The water rose from the plunge 
of this auntarctle monarch."1 sang out 
to Jensen, “Now we shall have to face 
the ware!” 

We rushed to the highest polnt of our 
Mmited beach, four feet above the sea. 
We saw advancing on us 4 dark green 
ridge with a wiete crest. I called to 
Jensen to strugzle for dear life. We 
clutched the uneven rocks, with our 
backs toward the advancing water. Ale 
though It could not have taken more 
than seven relyntes the time xcemed 
long before the water closed over our * 
heads, 

Floating upward, scrambling upon 
the rocks, I tore the-nails from my 
Sesh in my endeavor to keep from be 
ing dragged out.

the Boer War. 





Considers the Army Under Deep Obligations to {the Colonies— 


Warmly Speaks of Lieut.-Col. Girouard and Mentions 
Many Other Canadians in: the’ Despatch. 


London, July 80.—Many pages of 
The Gazette yesterday “were filled 
with Lord Kitchener's final despatch 
on the Boer war, and his mention of 
the officers and men who distinguish- 
ed themselves while he was’in com- 
mand in South Africa. The same is- 
siie announces the general's new title 
as “Viscount Kitchener of Khar- 
tou, and of the Vaal, and of As- 
pall, in County Suffolk.” 

In his last despatch, Lord Kitchen- 
er said of Lord. Milner, the British 
High Commissioner: Ps 

“In many ditlcult situations it was 
always the greatest relicf to me to 
feel that I could always rely? on his 
unfailing sympathy and ungrudging 
assistance,”* 3 

Referring to the deep obligation of 
the army to the colonies the’ writer 
said no requests of his had ever been 
refused by the colonial Governments, 
and their consideration and generos- 
ity only ‘equalled the character and 
quality of the troops they sent to 
South Africa or raised in that coun- 
try. Lieutenant-Colonel Girouard, a 
Canadjan officer, ia warmly praised. 
Lord Kitchener says that he is an 
“officer of brilliant ability and I wish 
him all success in his new capacity 


as heal of a great civil depart- 
tment.’*

were commended, Including the writ-

er’s brother, Generar rrea Kitenencer, 
who was described as an exceptional- 
ly keen and energetic officer. © Gener- 
aul Lord Methuen, Lord Kitchener 
said, had done more than most offic- 
ers toward maintaining the high 
standard of personal courage, mod- 
esty and humanity which characteriz- 
ed the British army. ‘I share his 
own deep regret.”’ said the dexpatch, 
“that his wounds prevented him from 
remaining in the field until the con- 
clusion of peace.””

He was then 
quite conscious, and even cheerful, and 
at nine o'clock he was able to ‘partake 
of a cup of beef tea, The . doctor 
suggested to him tbat a little atimu- 
lant would help bum and ‘relieve hia 
pain, but Mr. Johnston's characteris- 
tic reply was “I would die first,” and. 
os a mattor of fact, he passed away 
as ho bad Lyed, a total abstainer. 
Although the end was not thought to 
bso near at that time, Mr. Johnston 
subsequently became weaker, and 
failure of the heart's action caused 
death at elevan o'clock.

doah, Penn.

Police and Coal Mine Strikers in a Revolver Fight—One Thousand 
Shots Fired—Twenty Rioters Wounded—Policeman 
Fatally Shot—Troops May be Called Out. 


Shenandoah, Pa., July 31.—A reign 
of terror held Shenandoah in its 
grasp tast night. Since 6 o'clock 
Jast c¥sning Centre street, one of the 
Principal streets of the town, has 
been in the hands of an infuriated 
mob. Two of the borough policemen 
were shot, one fatally. Joseph Bed- 
dal, a leading merchant and cousin 
of Sherif Beddall was brutally club- 
bed to death, and upwards of a 
score of strikers were shat by police 
men, and it ix expected that many 
deaths will result. 

Sherif Deecdall arrived from 
Pottsville at 7.45 o'clock with a 
Posse of deputies. Me took up 
his headquarters at the Ferguson 
Hotel, which was surrounded by xev- 
eral, thousand men. To 9 revorter 
he admitted that he hud asked Gove 
ernor Stone to send the milithd. The 
governor wired that if the citizens o¢ 
the town: petition for troops he will 
send them, and a petition was cir 
culated for this purpose, 

The trouble started nbout 6 o'clock 
Jast cevening when Deputy Shorift 
Thomas Beddall attempted to escort 
two non-uniod workers through the 
strikers line of pickets. ‘The work- 
men were dressed in their street 
clothes, but one of them carried a 
bundle under his arm and this arous- 
ed ‘the suspicion of the strikers, ‘The 
bundle was torn from him and, when

{t wax found to conthin n blouse and 
overalls, the man was taken from the 
deputy aind beaten almost to death. 

Jn the meantime, Beddall opend-fire 
on the mob which had gathered by 
this time, and emptied his revolver. 
Two of the shots took effect, one man 
being shot in the leg and the other 
in the foot. The deputy and the 
other strikebreaker were compelled 
to few for their lives, ang took re 
fuge in the Philadelphia and Reading 
Tepot. The depot was soon sur- 
rounded by an ningry"mob of 5,000, 
which were becoming more threaten- 
ing and demonstrative every moment, 

Joseph Beddall, a hardware mer- 
chant, and brother of the deputy 
sherif, was seen making his way 
through the crowd in an effort to 
reach his brother, and the inob, div- 
ining that he was carrying ammuni- 
tion to those inside the depot, seized 
him ant beat him with clubs and 
billies into insensibility., We diced en 
route to the Miners’ Iospital. 

Shortly after this the cntire bor- 
ough police arrived on the scene, and 
escortcd the deputy sheriff and his 
men toe an engine which had been 
backed into the depot for that pur- 
pose, When the mob realized that 
their prey was about to escape, they 
surrounded the cngine, and the en- 
gincer was afraid to move.

lice fired a volley, dispersing, tlie 
crowd for a brief periow~and ths 
engineer turned on full steam. and 
fot away with his men, Stones were 
thrown thick and fast about the 
heads of the police, whereupon Chief 
John Fry gave th: order to fire. At 
the first volley the mob fell buck, 
and several were seen to fall, ‘Their 
retreat, however, was but momen- 
tary. ‘They turned; and, with revol- 
vers, stones -and a few shotguns, 
they chargetl on the little band of 
Policetnen, and made them flee for 
their lives.” The policemen turned in 
their Might, at short intervals, and 
fired Volley after volley at their pure 
BuCra. Whin the | Lehigh Railroad 
crossing was reached, a passing 
freight train blockcd the passage of 
the ‘police, two of whoin were caught 
and brutall’ beaten.” One of then, 
Stiney Yacopsky, will die. 

It is estimated that upwards of 1,- 
000 shots were fired and the wonder is 
that more fatalitics did not result. 
More than 20 strikers; all of whom 
are foreigners, were shot, and at 
least two of them will die. Many 
of the merchants ond politicians are 
refusing to sign the call. for troops, 
fearing that the miners will boycott 
them after the trouble is over. 

At 11 o'clock lust night the strects 
were still crowded with people, but 
everything was quict. .

“Since the publication of the Cana- 
dian’ Pacific Rnilway’s offer the 
Minixters: undoubtedly have been be- 
sieged by inquiries‘ and rival propo- 
sitions. I see nothing in this state- 
ment except u desire to shut off pub- 
Ne clainor in order to give better op- 
portunity to reach an official deci- 
sion. We have no doubt the Alinis- 
tera will receive other propositions 
which will be entitled to considera- 
tion of course. ‘The Government has 
made no authorized statement, and 
is not likely to do so while the ne- 
gotiations are pending. It has not 
yet uccepted the Canndian Pacific 
Railway's proposal, although there is 
good reason to expect that it will 
accept it."

shook! alrships erer become suflictent- 
ly perfected to make this specics of 
travel at all common owing to the fact, 
well known to all aeronauts, that there 
exist in the earth's atmosphere at cer- 
tain places and under certain condl- 
tions veritable holes or pits of vast 
depth, An alrsaip sailing unwittinzly 
into one of these serial craters would 
sink with far more certainty and far 
greater swiftness than would a leaden 
ship of the same size and shape in an 
ocean of water. , 

Accidents of this nature hare actu- 
ally happened to acronauts in the past. 
but of course the ordinary balloon is 
not nearly so much affected by the 
sudden descent as an alrship would be. 
Nevertheless, an expericnce of the kind 
ia sufficiently disconcerting even to the 
stoutest hearts and strongest nerves. 

M. Tissandicr, ballooning with two 
friends above the town of Vincennes, 
some years ago, happened on one of 
these invisible alr holes, which proved 
to be orer a mile in depth, the balloon 
falling that distance with such in- 
credible rapidity that the earth ap- 
peared to be rushing up to meet them 
with the speed of an express train, and 
the bags of ballast thrown out by the 
alarmed travelers fell not downward, 
as might hare been expected, but up- 
ward Luckily a denser stratum of alr, 
answering to the bottom of the pit in 
question, was encountered when they 
were a fow hundred feet from the 
ground, and the downward rush of the 
balloon was checked as if by contact 
with a pneumatic cushion.

WHILE WE SLEEP. 





‘The Muscles and Organs of the Body 


Fi: Are Still Working. 

If the organs of-the body cannot be 
said to sleep, neither can the yoluntary 
«muscles. Witness the phenomena of 
sleepwalking, the postilions In stase- 
coach days who slept in their saddles 
and cavalrymen who do It today, in- 
fantry who have been known to slecp 
on forced marches, sentinels who walk 
thelr beats carrying thelr guns In a 
fixed position while they sleep. For 
all.we know policemen may do It too, 
People who talk in thelr slecp are fa- 
miNar to all of us. Experiments made 
by Speir, Armstrong and Child on 200 
college students of both sexes showed 
that 47 per cent of the men and 37 
per cent of the women talked In thelr 
sleep. A number of things might be 
Proved by these statistics. Of these 
sleep talkers one-half of the women 
and one-third of the men are able to 
answer questions while asleep, More 
Women than men could answer ques- 
tions on any subject, not alone that of 
which they had been talking. It has 
also been found that most sleep talk- 
ers are under twenty-five years of age 

Evidently, then, with the muscles 
and organs of the body all working, It 
is the brain only that slecps, ahd by 
Do means all of the brain. The senses 
of sight, hearing, touch, smell and 
taste may be very much awake while 
the subject sleeps. A sleeping person 
hears and answers questions, rear 
ranges his bedclothing. covers bis cyes 
to Keep out the light, draws away his 
hand when the experimenter tickles It: 
A child Is broken of the habit of suck- 
ing his thumb while asleep by putting 
alocs on it. He is conscious of the bit- 
ter taste and dreams of wormwood. 
The nerves, then, and the brain cen- 
ters corresponding¥o them are awake.

It is obtained by 
distillation from ferrocyanide of potas- 
slum by the action of sulphurle acid 
in the form of a lzht, colorless gas. 
The preparation kept in the drugstore 
is a dilute acid df a strength of 2 per 
cent of anhydrous acid in distilled wa- 
ter, a colorless Nqulid, with the odor of 
bitter almonds. ‘The dose is from two 
to six drops. One-half grain of ‘the 
anbydrous acid is"suflicient to produce 
death. It is used in medicine in cor- 
recting diseases of the stomach, also 
in whooping cough and the last stages 
of consumption. :

TRAINING OF HORSES 


CAREFUL HANDLING TO FIT THEM 
" FOR CIRCUS TRICKS.” 








The Candidate For Ning Honora 

, Must Have Special Points Well De- 
veloped —Horses Can Se Coaxed, 
Like a Child, but Noe Forced. 


“A trainer must possess tio qualif- 
cations before he can successfully ed- 
ucate a horse to do the tricks scen Ina 
clreus—he must possess kindness and 
perseverance. 

“A veteran trainer selects his horses 
With as much care as a society woman 
plans a party gown. The candidate for 
the future applause of the circus going 
people of the world must be handsome 
{n color, as near perfect as possible ia 
conformation and possess an even tem- 
Peranient. His cycs must be large and 
devoid of the least trace of yicious- 
ness, he must bold his cars polnted 
slightly forward, and he must bare a 
sensible looking bead, broad between 
the eyes, Horses that lay back their 
ears at the approach of 2 man, who 
nip viciously at every passerby and 
whose eyes plainly demonstrate a 
mean disposition are discarded. A 
trainer will bandle no animal of this 
kind. : 

“Once the candidate Is selected he Is 
shipped to the winter quarters of the 
eireps and assigned to a comfortable 
stall Jn a large, clean, well ventilated 
barn tenanted by several bundred beau- 
thes of Lis kind. Good hay and oats are 
is In'abundance, and for several days 
he fs allowed to rest and become famil- 


far with bis surroundings. Tbe trainer } 


visits him dally and by speaking kind- 
ly und octasionally giving the avimal a 
Dit of sugar gains bis contidence, After 
a time the horse begins to whinny at 


the approach of the trainer, and the | 


bond of fricudshlp is thus quickly ce- 
mented, 

“Then comes the frst lesson, The 
candidate Js Introduced to the training 
ring constructed near the barn and al- 
lowed to wander about at will. He 
suielis the sawdust, the pedestals and 
the harness and ropes that will soon 


be buckled about Lis body and then, | 


horsclike, es down In the center of the 
ring and enjoys a good roll. 

“Next day he §s Ie around and! 
Around the ring for several hours and 
soon understands that he is expected 
to encircle the ring of Lis own accord. 
Then a strap {s placed around hiy right: 
foreleg, and from this strap a rope is 
ron, throush ,burness fastened around 
his body, The trainer grasps the freo 


end of the rope in one hand and a pair | 


of lines attached to the horse's bridle 
fa the other, The animal {s told to 
‘get up,’ and after the ring 1s encircled 
a few times the command ‘whoa’ is 
given, If the horse refuses to obey, a. 
quick pull on the rope draws bis leg 
from under him, and he is forced to 
stop, Only a few demonstrations of 
thls kind are necessary to show the 
borse that he niust stop when the con- 
mand Is given. 

“After these preliminaries are satis- 
factorily accomplished the equine pupil 
fg taught to kneel tirst 1 one knec, 
then on the other and tivally on both, 
All this fs accomplished by drawing 
tp the front less, one at a time, thus 
Ils. knees are 
padded to prevent injury, and every 
time he is forced down the command 
to kneel fs given, and the animal Js 
petted and reassured with kind words 
until foally be kneels at the word, 

“It is In these preliminary Ivssons 
that a good performer Is made or 
spoil ‘The instructor must be firm 
and resolute, but kind, always kind A 
horse Js tke a child; youomay coax 
him, but you can't force without spoll- * 
ing his disposition. The animal quick- 
ly notices avy show of fll temper or 
roughness on the part of the instructor 
and resents it by becoming balky and 
obstinate, Blows or harsh punishment 
only make him worse, You frequently 
bear peoplo axsert that aninutls are 
beaten Into submission tn teaching 
them tricks, People who say this never 
saw the Inside of thetralping quarters 
of a modern circus, A horse or any oth. 
er aniival conquered in this way Is 
never reliable and {s apt to xpoil 2 per- 
formance by an outbreak of bad tem. 
per, besides belng dangerous to handle 

“The next lesson for the horse is the 
ort of lying down and remaining mo- 
tlonless until the word is given to rise. 
This: information 1s imparted. to- the 








‘horse Jn a manner elmilar to the kneel- 


Ing Jesson. An ingenious — harness 


|} wakes It possible for the trainer to 


draw the horse down on a roft bed of 
hay without injuring bin. When the 
horse willingly Hes down et the word 
of command, he Is taught to sit upon 
bis baunches and then Is gradually 
drilled into tke other tricks that al- 
ways draw applause from ebildren und 
adults alike. 

“It is asually an easy matter to teach 


a horse to stand upon a pedestal, to 


waltz, rear on his hind legs and march 
in unison with equine companions sft. 
er these simple lessons are thoroughly 
learned and the borse understands the 
tralncr {s bis friend and not bis enemy. 
The horse of average Intel!lxzence 
learns quickly as soon as be realizes 
what ts required of him, The main, 
requisite on the trainer’s part is pa- 
tence, and [fa man hasn't got this, 
and lots of It, he had better keep out of 
the busincas, If be gets excited or Im- 
patient and gocs ta hauling the horse 
about unnecessarily, the animal ts sure 
to become uneasy and fretful, and a 
ttle experience of this Lind will spol! 
him.

Some- 
times the upper crust of such a stream 
of lava cools so that plants and Hehens 
find precarious growth on the surface, 
while a few feet beneath ‘the Inva is 
almost redhot.
